THE SALE OF ALCOHOLIC LI- 
QUOR. 
, Bo It ordained by tho President and 
Board ot Tnistces of tho Villago of 
Antloeh, County ot Lake, Stato of 
Illinois:— 

SECTION 1, NAME. 
Tliia ordinance shall bo known as 
"Alcoholic Liquor Ordinance" 

SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS. 
Unless the context otherwise re- 
quires, the following terms as used 
In this ordinance shall be construed 
according to the definitions given be- 
» low. 

Alcoholic liquor ahull Include any 
spirits, wine, beer, alo or other II- 
jrquor containing more than ono half 
of one per cent of alcohol by volume, 
capable of being consumed as a bev- 
erage. 

Sell at retail and sale at retail refer 
to and mean sales for use and con* 
sumption and not for resale. 

Restaurant — Any public place kept, 

used, maintained, advertised and held 

out to the public as a place where 

meals. are served and where meals 

aro actually and regularly served 

without Bleeping accomodations, such 

apace being provided with adequate 

kitchen and dining room equipment 

and capacity and having employed 

therein a sufficient number and kind 

of employees to prepare, cook and 

serve suitable food for Its guests. 

Hotel— Every building or other 
structure kept, used, maintained, ad- 
vertised and held out -to the public to 
be a place where food Is actually 
served and consumed and sleeping 
f accomodations aro offered for ade- 
quate pay to travelers and guests, 
whether transient, permanent or resi- 
dential, and having one or more pub^ 
lie dining rooms where" Bleeping ac- 
commodations and dining rooms 
where meals are served to such 
guests, such sleeping -accommoda- 
tions and dining - rooms being con- 
ducted in the same building or build- 
Inge In connection' therewith and 
such building or buildings, structure 
or structures being provided with 
adequate and sanitary kitchen and 
dining room equipment and capacity.

SECTION* 3. LICENSE REQUIRED 
It shall be unlawful to sell or offer 
for sale at retail In the Village any 
alcoholic liquor without having a re- 
tail liquor dealer's license, or in vio- 
lation of the terms of such license.

(10) A statement that tho appli- 
cant will not violate any of the laws 
of the Stato of Illinois or of ♦Kft 
United States, or any ordlnanco of 
tho Village in the conduct of his 
place of business. 

SECTION 5. NO SUCH LICENSE 
SHALL BE ISSUED TO 

(1) A person who Is not a resident 
of tho VUlugo; 

(2) A person who Is not of good 
character and reputation In the com- 
munity in which he resides; 

(3) A person who Is not a cltlion 
of tho United States; 
* (4) A person who has been con- 
victed of a Telony under tho laws of 
the Stato of Illinois; 

. (5) A person who has been con- 
victed of being the keeper or Is keep- 
ing a. house of 111 fame; 

(6) A person who has been con- 
victed of pondering or other crime or 
misdemeanor opposed to decency and 
morality; 

(7) A porson whose llcenso Issued 
under thlB ordlanco has been revoked 
for cause; 

(8) A person who at tho time of 
application for renewal of any llcenso 
issued hereunder would not bo eligi- 
ble for such llcenso upon a first ap- 
plication; 

(9) A co-partnership, unless all of 
the members of such co-partnership 
shall bo qualified to obtain a license; 

(10) A corporation, If any officer, 
manager or director thereof, or any 
stockholder or stockholder owning in 
the aggregate more than five per 
cent of the stock of such corporation, 
would not be eligible to receive a li- 
cense hereunder for any reason othor 
than citizenship and residence within 
the political sub-division; 

(11) A person whose place of busi- 
ness is conducted by a manager or 
agent. unless said manager or agent 
possesses the same qualifications re- 
quired of the licensee; 

(12) A - person who has been con- 
victed of a violation of any Federal 
or .State law concerning the manu- 
facture,, possession or sa]e_ o( alco- 
hollo liquor, subsequent to the pas- 
sago of this ordinance, or shall have 
forfeited his bond \q appear In court 
to answer charges for any such viola- 
tion, 

(13) A person who does not own 
tho premises for which a license is 
soughtt or does not have a lease 
thereon for the full period for which 
the license Is to be Issued. 

(14) Any law enforcing puhllc offi- 
cial, any mayor, alderman or mem- 
ber of the Village Board of Trustees, 
or any president or member of a 
county board; and no such official 
shall he Interested In any way, either 
directly or Indirectly, in tho manu- 



cation Is made, nud shall bo forth- 
with turned over to the Treasurer. 
In tho event tho llcenso applied for 
Is donlod, the foo should bo returned 
to the applicant; If the llcenso Is 
granted, then tho fee shall bo de- 
posited in tho gonoral corporate fund 
or such othor fund as shall have been 
designated by tho Board ot Trustees 
by proper action.

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Child Is an Individual and 

Should Be Treated 

as Such 

Ttfio oldor wo become and tho more 
wo obaorvo, learn, and study of the 
ways or human nature, tho moro we 
ore filled with wonder at tho myster- 
ious complicity and doUcato workings 
oX tho human body and miind. Psy- 
chology and mental hygiene aro com- 
paratively now "branches of learning, 
although thoro wor© eomo of tho 
'ancients wflio possessed a surprising 
knowledge of theso subjocts. 

Thjs Isn't a sermon. It's meroly a 
preface- to a plea for greater tolor- 
anco and understanding In tho treat- 
mont of children. Heredity and en- 
vironment There's much to bo said 
for both, tout after a child has ar- 
rived hlB heredity can not bo 
changed, .-whereas (his environment 
and Itfl effect upon his character may 
be largely under tho control of sym- 
pathetic elders. 

Adults havo their Individual, oddr 
ties and peculiarities which are re- 
spected by their- companions. Why 
should not children bo given equal 
consideration when each Incident Is 
going to 'Snake a throe-fold greator 
Impression on his mind than on that 
an adult? 

Children are not -too young to ap- 
preciate and respond to tact, or to 
recognlzo and respond conversely to 
roughshod methods of dealing with 
than*. 

•Coaxing Is not good for a, child- 
it feeds his ego, and breeds superior- 
ity and arrogance. Diplomacy, how- 
ever, Is a virtue of anothor mottle. 
A little adroit persuasion, and a com- 
panionable attitude has beon known 
to "get around" even the unezplaln- 
able opposition of the most stubborn 
child. 

'Temperamental children aro to be 
Ignored anther Chan fussed over or 
punished In their obstinate or < flighty 
moods. That is, the fact that they 
are acting temperamentally is to be 
ignored, not tho children themselves. 
They will soon -be forced to snap, out 
of It if treated In an ordinary, calm 
manner. 

The heat behaved children aro us- 
ually those who are trained from In- 
fancy to cheerful regular habits. If 
the parents or nurses ore cheerful, 
companionable, and of sufficient 
Imagination to keep the child Inter- 
ested, he Is going to enjoy a mental 
freedom and relaxation from strain, 
oven though he observe the rules of 
ordinary obedience, eating and 
cleansing habits, and consideration in 
act and speech.
